London, Dec. 11.— Official dispatches re- 
ceived here, this evening, from Calcutta 
state that there has been fighting between 
the British forces and tho tribesmen in tho 
vicinity of Gilgit, near tho Pamir frontier, 
and not far from tho new boundary lino re- 
cently claimed by Russia. In short, the 
llritish troops are no.v fuco to face with 
frontier tribesmen in arms, who are claimed 
to bo under Russian protection, and most 
serious events muy result from this clasli 
of arms. At Gilgit there is a British 
agency, garrisoned by some Kashmire, In- 
dian Ghoorkus and a battery of artillery. 
According to the latest advices re- 
ceived from the front the tribesmen of 
Hunza nud Nagara, two towns on the 
river Indus, and almost opposite to each 
other, have for some time been threatening 
tho Chalt fort, held by a detachment of 
Kashtnirs. This caused Col. Durand, the 
British Adjutant at Gilgit, to make an ad- 
vance on the fort for the purpose of reliev- 
ing the garrison. Tho advance of the Brit- 
ish troops was made early during the pres- 
ent mouth, for on November 20th Col. 
Durand wired the Commander-in-Chief that 
he should move upon the enemy on Decem- 
ber 2d, unless he was previously attacked 
by tho Tribesmen, who were reported to be 
assembling in large numbers; and to havo 
been instigated in their action by Russian 
agents. Col. Durand also telegraphed the 
same, that he feareil that a serious conflict 
was inevitable, although he had done every- 
thing possible to prevent it. The Nilthun- 
sea river flows a few miles from the fort 
threatened by tho Indo-Russian Tribesmen. 

Later, other despatches just received here 
from Calcutta announce that Fort Chalt 
was captured on Dec. '2nd, and that seven 
Sepoys were killed and twenty-six wounded. 
Col. Durand, the despatch odds, and Capt. 
Aylmer, and Lieut. Eadcock were seriously 
wounded. Several other ollicers, including 
Lieut. Gorton und others, were slightly 
wounded. Captain Aylmer, and Lieuts. 
Boisrdgon and Eadcock, continues the 
despatch, displayed extraordinary gallantry. 
Capt. Aylmer most gallantly led a storming 
party, carrying u gun cotton petard, and in 
the face of a shower of bullets he dashed up 
to this gate of tho fort, Gxed the petard, lit 
the fuse, retreated u short distance, and 
then bail the pleasure of hearing a report. 
Tho next moment the gallant captain saw 
that the petard had blown the gate off the 
port. " These. officers! followed by a handful 
of Sepoys, then made a dash into the fqt't, 
ami alter some desperate fighting captured 
a field gun, which bid been used effectually 
against the attacking party. The British 
and Sepoys also captured nine prisoners, the 
remainder of the rebel tribesmen flying, 
leaving a number of dead inside and outside 
the fort. 

The news of this engagement, on the Pamir 
frontier, is not quite clear on one point, 
that is what became of the original Kashmir 
garrison of the fort ; it is presumed, how- 
ever, that the rebel tribesmen captured the 
fort previous to the arrival of tho British 
troops, and that it has now been retaken. 
Reports of a conflict on the Pamir frontier 
reached this city in time for them to spread 
to the clubs und theatres. The result was 
a feeling of considerable excitement, and 
there were many old Indian officers who 
gravely shook their heads on hearing tho 
news, saying l hat it was tha most serious 
that had come from India for many a day. 
The younger officers naturally were elated 
and were loud in their expressions of hope 
that the long expected war with Russia wus 
come at last, and tint the British lion and 
the Russian bear were to engage in the long 
anticipated struggle for supremacy in the 
east, and for tho possession of India, the 
richest prize in the east. The excitement 
increased rapidly, and the general opinion 
is, at midnight, about the clubs nnri such 
places, that war with Russia is looming up 
on the horizon in India. In any case the 
Pamir question will lii.vc to he taken up in 
deadly earnest. 

A constant exchange of despatches is go- 
ing on between high government officials, 
here. Some of tho officials of the India 
office, who ure apparently going to pass the 
night In that building, refuse to furnish any 
other information to enquiries than those 
already given above. Ono officer, of high 
rank, who has recently returned from India, 
wus mote communicative, and frankly said 
there could now be no doubt that affairs on 
the frontier of tho Pamir district had readi- 
ed a most delicate and dangerous stage. 
The claims made by Russia, he said, must 
be greatly modified before oven a basis for 
negotiations can ba established between the 
three nations concerned, Russia, China and 
Great Britain.

Madrid, Dec. 10.— The Government 
gave orders that as soon as the train bear- 
ing tho remains of tho ex-Emperor of Brazil 
from Paris, entered Spanish territory, every 
honor due the deceased should lie paid. At 
all the principals stations along tho road 
soldiers were arrayed nh the platform, und 
as the train rushed paht they presented 
arms, flags were dipped and royal honors 
paid the dead ex-emperor. All along tho 
route at towns, villages and hamlets, the 
residents gathered and reverently bared 
their heads as the funeral train passed. 

ConsresH Startled, 
Washington, Dec. 11.— A steampipe 
burst in the southern corner of the Hull of 
Representatives a few minutes before one 
o'clock to-day, cuusing a great commotion. 
The house wus not in session, but many 
members were at their desks, and the floor 
was crowded with visitors. It wns at farBt 
thought that some crank had set off a dyna- 
mite bomb. Several ladies were sitting in 
the private gallery, immediately over the 
pipe which burst. They hastily departed.

Los Anceles, Dec. 11. — Macdonuld, 
alias McKay, who burglarized the Catholic 
cathedral, bus been held to answer to tho 
Superior Court on 810,000 bonds.

London, Dec. 1 1.- Another child murder,, 
resembling the Turner tragedy at Leeds, 
has been discovered, und tho murderer is 
under arrest. Some boys, while at piny, 
were horrified to find the body of a female 
child, fivo years old, in a play-ground at 
Deal, Kent. The body was covered with 
blood, and it was evident that the little 
one had been murdered. They hastily 
summoned help, and the police took charge 
of the remains. A doctor's examination 
left no doubt that the child had been out- 
raged and afterwards strangled. Tho in- 
juries inflicted in tho assault would have 
been sufficient to have caused death, but 
the fiend bad hastened his work by taking the 
life of tho child. The marks on the throat 
showed tho imprint of a brawny hnml. 
The whole neighborhood is aroused 
und u search was begun for the murderer. 
Some railway men remember that they hail 
seen George Henry Woods, a man employed 
on the goods van of the Brighton Railway, 
reeling along in a partly intoxicated condi- 
tion not far Horn where the body was found, 
and carrying a. child in h : H arms. Woods 
was at once sought for. Upon being arrest- 
ed it was found that his clothing was stained 
with blood. He confessed his guilt. Upon 
tho fact of his confession becoming public 
great excitement prevailed, and there wus 
talk of violence. Nono, however, has been 
attempted. Woods ittteniptod to excuse his 
crime on the ground that he was drunk, and 
did not know what ho was about. He said 
that having assaulted tho child he had 
strangled it to put it out of misery.

SAGE'S ASSAILANT. 

The New York Dynamiter Shown to be a 
.Boston Note-Broker Named 
Noreross. 

BOSTON, Muss., Dec. 11. — Henry L. Nor- 
cross, of Somorville, who conducted a note- 
brpkerucfe in Una city, has been missing 
since the middle of last week. Detectives 
were in town trying to identify the missing 
man as the mysterious personage who threw 
a bomb into Uussel Safes' ollieo in New 
York on Friday with sunh deadly effect. 
The officers have in their possession a 
tronser's button anil portion of the trousers 
worn by the bomb thrower, as well us a 
piece of his coat ami parts of his underoloth 
ieg. These articles, according to the Globe, 
were taken to the Noreross .residence in 
Somorville this afternoon, where the under 
clothing was positively identified by Mrs. 
Noreross as belonging to her husband. The 
trousers of the dead dynamiter were 
stamped Brooks, tailor, Boston. Mr. 
Brooks was interviewed by the 
officers and shown the fragment of cloth 
After careful examination, he stated posi- 
tively that he had made for Henry L. Nor- 
orojs a coat of the Sattio cloth presented, 
and also a pair of trousers of the same cloth 
as the other piece furnished by the detec- 
tive. The button he also identified as one 
peculiar to bis establishment. Henry 
Noreross, the missing nun, was about 'JS to 
20 years old. Ho graduated from the Som- 
orville high school about live years a 
since which time he has conducted a note 
brokerage business, at 12 Pearl street, i 
this city. There is no doubt but that Not 
cross bus been missing since the day befor 
the attempt was made upon the life of Rus- 
sell Sage, and this, taken in connection with 
the identification of the fragments of cloth 
ing and underclothing made to day, would 
indicate that Noreross was the man who 
startled the world with his insane scheme 
of forcing a vast amount of money from 
Russell Sage. 



THE JAPANESE EARTHQUAKES. 

Many of the Victims Crushed Beyond Identifi- 
cation— What Is Being dune for Hie 
Wounded. 

Honolulu, Dee. 10. — The British steam- 
er Zambesi, of the Upton line, arrived from 
Yokahama, on November 23rd, 13 days out. 
Tho vessel will continue to stop at this port 
in future on her trips to and from the 
Orient. The Japan Gazette says late news 
mentions the nrrival ,.t Ogaki of two 
directors from Nugoyta and a few members 
of the Red Cross Society, which has proved 
a great relief to the wounded. The number 
of amputations of limbs appear to have been 
large, and it is said that as the limbs are 
being preserved in alcohol for further dis- 
section, nuniei'0113 bottles containing them 
may been seen in the hospitals. The people 
are still camping in the open air, tearing 
further shocks, and are destitute of 
warm clothing. Although the weather 
has, fortunately, on the whole 
been mild and fine, a heavy rainfall 
occurred, adding materially to t he discom- 
fort of the people. They have rigged up 
rough boxes like .-beds and shelters of wood 
and matting, and are huddlied together in 
the streets. Ogaki being especially liable 
to inundation, the people aro keeping boats 
close at hand, to be prepared for the worst. 
Comparatively few of the dead are being 
claimed by friends, as many bodies are un- 
recognizable, and in other eases whole fami- 
lies died together. Those crushed by falling 
timbers were terribly nung'ed, and some 
have not yet been found. Interment has 
been but indifferently conducted, as one 
account makes mention of limbs and bodies 
being heaped together, and that, the debris 
is becoming very offensive from the unburied 
remains concealed by it. There is very 
serious ground for fearing that disease will 
break out among the rescued.

THE SECOND HEARENtr 

Of the Case of R°e> v. Kcene-Xew Evidence 
Submitted: 

The second hearing of the case n[ Reg. v. 
Keene, upon which tlie jury failed to agreo, 
last week, opened in the Assize Court, yes- 
terday, before Mr. Justice Crease, and will 
be aguin taken up at 10:30 this morning. 
The jury, this lime, is composed of older 
men, and tiie Attorney-General in person 
conducts the prosecution, ">Ir. 1^. E. U oot- 
ton still appearing as counsel for the de- 
fence. 

All yesterday was devoted to the hearing 
of the Crown's evidence, the story of the 
defendant's assault upon Martha Page bo- 
ing once more repeated, with very little 
variation. Then, the witnesses previously 
examined having been heard, Mrs. John- 
sou, proprietress of the Now York, was 
called. She was not at home when the 
trouble occurred, but deposed to having 
seen the prisoner in the hall, u lew minutes 
before, when he appeared to bo waiting for 
some one, Prisoner saw her, but did not 
speak. 

Cross-examined, sho said that a young 
man named Dewar boarded at the bouse at 
the time, and that sho bud since received a 
letter from him, which she handed to a 
lawyer. 

Counsel for the defence pressed for an 
answer to his question, why the letter had 
been allowed to go out of the possession of 
witness, and she declined to answer, inti- 
mating her reasons were private. 

Later on, being again urged to explain, 
she said that the young man, Dewar, after 
boarding with her for a time, went away 
forgetting to pay his bill, and afterwards 
sent her a letter, unstamped, and for which 
she had to pay two cents, informing her of 
the fact. She thought this a little too 
much, and accordingly consulted a lawyer. 

To the Court— The girl had always be- 
haved herself well since coming to the 
house ; she seemed modest, respectable and 
hard-working. 

Mrs. Willis Bond entered the witness box, 
and deposed to having seen the bruises upon 
the girl's body. 

Mine. Sadie Btykyle, a fortune-teller, 
now doing business in this city, deposed 
that the prisoner accosted her on the street 
at about 10.1)0 on the morning of the as- 
sault upon Martha Page, and aslced her if 
she wanted to make §5. She told him to go 
about his business, and he then followed 
her into the New York hotel, where she 
went into the house to look for a room. 

She was cross-examined severely as to her 
own character, and said that sho lived by 
telling fortunes by cards. Her husbaud, a 
gambler, was living in Denver. 

Another Witness, a waitress in the Bruns- 
wick hotel, described how the prisoner made 
an attempt to assault her upon the same 
day as the affair with Martha Page, and on 
the conclusion of her evidence the Court 
adjourned. 

A MURDEROUS MOTHER'S MISTAKE 

Terrible Tragedy In Hungary-She Kills Her 
Buy for His Money. 

VIENNA, Dec. 10.— A tragedy, unparal- 
leled in atrocity, is reported from Wiesel- 
burg, a town of Hungary, 21 miles from 
Presburg. Sixteen years ago the Bon of a 
poor peasant living in the county, oi which 
Wieselburg is the capital, went to America. 
There, by industry, ho saved up about 
§,'),000. Resolving to return to his father's 
home, he changed his money into English 
sovereigns, of which he had (iOO. It was 
lato whin he arrived at his father's house. 
He did not immediately mako himself 
known, but asked for hospitality like a 
stranger. The mother was not there at the 
moment, but the father recognized and em- 
braced him. * 

The son retired to rest, after telling bis 
father of the little fortune he had brought 
home with him. The father did not tell 
the mother when she came who the stranger 
was, resolving to wait until morning and 
then let the son reveal himself. The 
mother got up during the night and 
examined the stranger's baggage, and find- 
ing the gold, determined to possess it. She 
stealthily cut the throat of Ihe stranger, 
killing him instantly. Then she took and 
hid the gold. W hen the father awoke lie 
found his son in a pool of blood on the bed. 
His cry of horror aroused the wife, who had 
expected to 6nd her husband a ready 
accomplice in concealing the crime for the 
sake of the money. The father gasped out 
who the victim was. With one cry the 
murderess fell dead

San Fuan-oisco, Dec. 10.— Private dis- 
patches received from Guaymas, Mexico, 
state that the crew of a coasting vessel 
recently arrived at that port tell a strange 
and startling story of a ghastly find made 
some weeks ago. While on the way down 
the coast from San Diego their vessel was 
caught in a storm that drove her far out of 
her course and the captain lost his reckon- 
ing. Thoy steered to the southeast for a 
day and then caught sight of laud and bore 
down to it. It proved to be an island, 
which, they say, is not down on any chart. 
A boat was sent ashore, but at first no signs 
of inhabitants were found. In roaming 
around the island, which proved to be of con- 
siderable size, the crew came to a small vil- 
lage, but not a living soul except themselves 
was to be found. Scores of skeletons 
were scattered around, both in the huts anil 
outside on the ground. Tho crew say that 
no doubt the island bad been swept by a 
scourge that carried oil" tho entire popula- 
tion, leaving no one to bury the dead. In 
one hut the remains of 17 persona were 
found, and several huts contained from six: 
to ten, It is supposed that the island was 
inhabited by an Indiun tribe, and that it 
succumbed to some pluguo at least 50 years 
ago, as the bones were beginning to decay.

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AN ANORY COLONY. 

The good people of the Island of New- 
foundluud are angry at Canadians because 
the Dominion Government interfered to pre- 
vent the consummation of a scheme for 
reciprocal trade that had been negotiated 
between that colony and the United 
States. They think that the Dominion 
should mind its own business and allow 
them to make the best bargain they can 
with the Americans. The bargain was 
very far from being a gocd one for New- 
foundland, the Yankees having a great ileal 
the best of it, and it was, besides, unjust to 
the Canadians. The British Government 
very properly considered that it would not 
be right to permit the Newfoundlanders to 
favor the Americans to tins detriment of 
Canada, ^and, consequently, it refused to 
sanction the arrangement which, previous 
to the Dominion's protest, it had looked 
upon with indifference. This the New- 
foundlanders aro resenting, and have de- 
clared a tariff war against the Dominion. 
They are very angry, but, if tho Dominion 
Government is judicious, they will soon 
get over their pet, and be ns g"od friends 
with Canadians as ever. 



NOT AT ALL SKILLFUL. 

The Times accuses us of twisting Mr. L ui- 
rier'a words. That is precisely what we did 
not do. Wo quoted Mr. Laurier'a own 
words as they were reported in tho leading 
organ of his own party. This is what the 
Times litis not yet done. It gives its ver- 
sion of what the Liberal Leader said, but it 
has carefully refrained from setting before 
•its readers tho very significant passage 
which, for fear we should he misunderstood 
and misrepresented wo have twice quoted. 
Why does the Times not allow its readers to 
judge of the nature of Mr. Laurier'a state- 
ment by reproducing for them that state- 
ment verbatim el literatim ? 

Our simple and disingenuous contem- 
porary is guilty of a very pretty piece of 
word-twisting in the following sentence : 
■"When Mr. Luuricr said he would have 
nothing to do with anv reciprocity scheme 
that involved the sacrifice of tho nation's 
dignity, he, no doubt, meant what he said." 

This is just what Mr. Lauricr did not 
say. He did not say a word about the 
** nation," and from the tenor of bis speech 
it is evident that he was not thinking about 
'tho "nation." The "dignity" that he 
spoke of was not the "nation's" dignity, 
as the Times would have its readers be- 
lieve, but " Canada's dignity," which as 
our readers know is another und a very 
different thing. For a sample of word- 
twisting this is not so had. 

IN A HURRY. 

The Times has pronounced the school law 
unworkable. It produces no evidence on 
Which to support its condemnation. Similar 
laws hive worked well elsewhere, and the law 
which it condemns is working well in every 
other part of the province except the city of 
Victoria. An t why docs it not work 
smoothly here 1 Simply bacauso three of 
xhe members of the Board of Truitees are 
determined that it shall not work well. 
No law that was ever enacted can d 3 its 
■work if those entrusted with its adtniuis- 
K&SKtton aro ignorant, ill conditioned and 
wrong-headed. To throw obstacles in the 
way of the operation of the law and then 
declare that it is a bad one is not the way 
fairlv to test its efficacy. Common sense 
requires that the law should have a fair trial 
before it is condemned, and there is no one 
so silly as to, say that it has had a fair trial 
in this city. It has been, in a great measure, 
in the hands of its enemies, yet in *piie of 
their hostility, and their efforts to make it 
inoperative, they have been unable to pro- 
duce a dead-lock, or to impede in any way 
the regular working of the city fchoolB. 
Although the Hoard of Trustees has, through 
the recalcitration of the irreconcilable Three 
been at sixes and sevens, tho work of educa- 
tion has gone on, improvements have been 
made, and the schools have been supplied 
with all that they needed. Had the school 
law been unworkable and inefficient as the 
Times asserts, this would not have been tin- 
case. Tho Times has opposed tho law from 
tho day of its enactment, and it is not won- 
derful that it is in such hot haste to pro- 
claim it inefficient. It should, at least, 
have made a pretence of impartiality- as- 
sumed a virtue though it had it not. 

THE UNIVERSITY BY-LAW. 

The defeat of t he University by-law is 
certainly to be regretted, but we think it 
unjust to the ratepayers of this city to in- 
sinuate that its rejection was due to any 
want of appreciation of the benefits and 
advantages of higher education. It is more 
than likely that as many of tho friends of 
higher education voted against the by-law 
as voted for it. 11 does not follow because 
a man voles against raising money for a 
project at a particular timo and In a certain 
way that he disapproves of tho object pro- 
posed to bo gained by that project, He 
limy nave many reasons, and good reasons 
too, for his opposition to raising tho money 
at the time and in tho manner proposed. He 



may greatly desire the end, though ho may 
consider the means taken to attain it inappro- 
priate and inexpedient. Wo think that it 
is neither wise nor just for tho friends of 
higher education, who are disappointed at 
tho result of Wednesday's election, to re- 
proach in harsh and contemptuous terms 
those who opposed tho by-law, or those 
who refrained from voting for it. The 
failure to carry tho by-law has not killed 
the university scheme, and its friends will 
most likely yet need tho co operation of 
their fellow-citizens to cany it out. 

VVohavo received a letter on this subject, 
written presumably by a gentleman who 
has enjoyed the benefits of higher educa- 
tion, but whatever advantage ho may have 
derived from his scholastic training, it has 
not taught him to restrain his temper, or to 
have consideration for tho feelings and the 
convictions of those who differ from him in 



.-1 MARITIME UNION. 

Every now and then there is talk of a 
union of tho maritime provinces of Kastern 
Canada. It is said that those provinces 
aro too much governed, and that their 
affairs could be better managed with less 
expense, if they formed one province of the 
Dominion. There is a good deal of force in 
much of what is said in favor of a union of 
t))03e provinces, but tho trouble is that the 
arguments in support of union are much more 
seriously considered by tho inhabitants of 
the rest of Canada, than they are by the 
people of the provinces by [he sea. Nova 
Scotians do not like the prospect of placing 
any share of the control of their affairs in 
the hands of New Brunswiokors, and Now 
Brunawickers cannot abide tho notion of 
knuckling under to tho Nova Scotians. 
As for tho Prince Edward Islanders, 
they consider themselves quite capable of 
managing their own affairs without tho help 
of their neighbors on tho Mainland. 

The truth is that the question of a union 
of the three provinces has never yet been 
seriously considered by their inhabitants. 
The people of each of them have got into the 
habit of acting independently of those of 
the two others, and ihey naturally do not 
like the notion of giving up the control of 
their local affairs. They do not feel that 
they aro too much governed. They are, in- 
deed, as free from unnecessary governmental 
interference as the inhabitants of any other 
part of the Dominion. In Prince Edward 
Island there are no rural municipalities, and 
tho Provincial Legislature does there, 
as in this province, tho work done 
in Ontario by the municipalities. The 
Islanders believe that if they, as would bo 
necessary if the union were effected, divide 1 
tho province into municipalities with u 
reeve and council for each, the expense 
would he nearly, if not altogether, as great 
as it is now. As tho area of the Island is 
Small in proportion to its population, the 
House of Assembly finds no difficulty in 
providing for the local wants of the country 
districts of the province. This is, to a 
ce rtain extant, if we do not mistake, true of 
the other two provinces. So the argument 
of expense bus not so much weight with 
them as one might expect. There is, as far 
as we cap bio, no chance of a Union of the 
Maritime Provinces in the near future, un- 
less a greater inducement is held out to 
them to unite than any that now appears.

Though 
the latter had fog horns and whistles blow- 
ing at the time, tho witnesses allege that 
she altered her course and bore right, down 
on the schooner, striking her amidships, 
ami that if the latter had not been lumber 
laden she would have been cut in two. 
Tney stated that hail not tin; Zambesi 
suddenly altered her course all would have 
been well. The witnesses were subjected 
to rigid cross-examination, after which tho

The flames Bpread rapidly and 
quite a panic ensued, all the adjoining 
premises being in imminent danger. The 
householders of the district cleared out 
their dwellings, while the adjoining factories 
had all hands on the scene, working hard 
to save their respective properties. When 
the brigade got 1 airly into work, they suc- 
ceeded in cutting off the fire at both ends of 
the wharf, just as the flames bad destroyed 
the offices of the Seattle Boiler works. The

FORCED TO FIGHT. 

A German Officer Avenges Himself on an Old 
Friend for a Marital Wrong. 

Berlin, Dec 11.— A JugI, with unusual 
and sensational features, has just taken 
place at Worms, the principals boing Herr 
Schoen, a wealthy art patron conspicuous 
as a promoter of the famous Bayreuth- Wag- 
nerian festivals, anil Lieutenant Ziemssen, 
of the Eighteenth Infantry, who occupied a 
prominent position in social life and is con- 
nected with some of the most distinguished 
families of Germany. Rumors have been 
afloat that Herr Schoen, the closest friend 
of the lieutenant, had wrought the ruin 
of his friend's wife, and finally those 
rumors came to tho ears of the lieutenant 
but he refused to give them credence and 
continued his cordial relations with Sohoftn. 
The friends who had caused the facts to be 
brought to his attention were not satisfied 
with the manner in which the officer re- 
ceived the news of what was boing said of 
his domestic relations, and an intimation to 
this effect was conveyed to him, but it met 
with no recognition. The next step taken 
by the officers was to lay the case before a 
military council of honor, composed of 
Ziemssen's own colonel and other officers of 
rank and experience. 

After hearing the circumstances, this tri- 
bunal summoned Lieutenant Ziemsson 
and invited him to justify his course. 
He declared that he had no reason to 
. suspect his wife of any wrong- doing. 
On tho contrarj, he had every confidence in 
her, as well as in the loyalty of Iferr Schoen, 
and that he did not feel called upon, be- 
cause evil disposed persons hud indulged in 
mulicious scandal mongering, to have a fal- 
ling out with his friend, nor to humilitate 
his wife by dragging her namo into a public 
quarrel. He was inclined to think that tho 
whole affair was a well-arranged plot, de- 
vised by enemies against the peuce and hap- 
piness of himself and family. Notwith- 
standing the Lieutenant's protests, the ver- 
dict of the council of honor was that, under 
the circumstances, he was bound to chal- 
lenge Herr Schoen, and, failing to adopt 
this course, he must resign his command, us 
he would no longer bo considered a tit asso- 
ciate for his fellow officers. There being no 
alternative, Lieutenant Leimssen submitted 
to the inevitable, selected his second and 
challenged Herr Schoen. 

A suitable rejoinder was made, and the 
meeting occurred early, yesterday morning, 
at a point on the Rhine u few miles outside 
the historic city. Though Zicmssen had 
avoided the hostile meeting us long as he 
eoukl, he showed in the hour of danger that 
he was no coward, that he was not disposed 
to avoid the letter and spirit of the decree of 
the council of honor. lie not only did his 
share of the firing but ho fired to hit 
and his quondam bosom friend 
fell with o bullet through his lungs. 
Xiemssen escaped unhurt, while his an- 
tagonist's wounds were so severe that the 
physicians give no hope of his recovery. 
The affair has given rise to an extraordinary 
uniount of gossip, and two parties may bo 
said to exist, one claiming that Ziemsson 
should have been allowed to be the judge of 
his own domestic affairs and not subject to 
coercion from outsiders, while the other 
faction hold that the matter was settled the 
only way it could be honorably, and uothing 
but Ziemssen's final winging of his man has 
atoned for his slowness in bringing about 
the meeting on tho field of honor. 

A PRETTY TRAMP 
Found Asleep In a Box Car In Male Attire. 

New Yoiik, Dec. 11. — The Times' St. 
Louis, Mo., special says: Yardmastcr James 
Dewey found a young tramp asleep in a box 
cur, yesterday morning, ultimately discov- 
ering the tramp was a girl. She presented 
a deplorable appearance, but on being wash- 
ed, proved to be an exceedingly pretty girl, 
17 years old. She said her name was Josie 
Lorif, and that her father was a farmer of 
Miller county. She had run away from 
home in order to cam her own living. Soon 
after her arrival in Chicago she secured em- 
ployment in a clothing factory as a sewing 
girl. Her wagea were so small that she was 
compelled to seek the humblest quarters, 
and lived with a poor woman in a squalid 
part of the big city. Two weeks ago she 
determiner] to go home, but not having the 
amount of her fare, decided to "beat" her 
way on freight trains, and taking a pair of 
ragged discarded trousers, a greasy coat 
much too large for her, and a heavy east off 
pair of shoes, started out.

The few dollars she had earned 
eho gave to the lady who helped her, and to 
i he physician for his medicine. Two days 
ago, after the fever had left her, she put on 
her ragged men's clothes, and, without the 
formalities of parting, resumed her journey. 
She walked for some time and then crawled 
into an empty box car ut some station in 
Illinois, where the train was on a sidetrack. 
When she woke up she found a man tugging 
at hercnat and telling her to get out of the 
ear. Her parents have been communicated 
with, and ohe will be sent home.

A BY-LAW 

To Aid the British Columbia Agricultural 
Association. 

WllEBKAB tho British Columbia Agricultural 
Association is a society duly incorporated 
under tho laws of tho sold Province for iho 
protection nnd advancement of agricultural 
interests and for tho promotion nnd welfare of 
mechanical nnd industrial operations, which 
holds its exhibitions in tho Provincial Electoral 
District without tho municipal limits of said 
Corporation, hut adjoining such Municipality; 

And whereas tho Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria lias determined to aid and assist tho 
said Association in its building operations by 
giving to tho said Association the bum of 
Lwentv-flvo thousnnd dollars (825,0001 for the 
purpose of paying for exhibition buildings ; 

And whereas for tho purposo3 aforesaid it is 
intended to raise by way of loan upon the cre- 
dit of the said Cliy tho sum of twenty llvo 
thousand dollars (325,000) ; 

And whereas it will require tho sum of $1,830 
to he raised annually by special rate for paying 
the debt hereby created, and the interest 
thereon ; 

And whereas tho whole amount of the rate- 
able land or real property of the said Corpora- 
tion, appearing by tho last revised assessment 
roll, being for the year 1890, is $0,358,191, irre- 
spective of any future Increase of tho ratcahlo 
land or real property of the Municipality, nnd 
of any income in nature of tolls, interest, or 
dividends from the work, or from tiny stock, 
shares, or interest in the work upon which the 
money so to he raised, or any part thereof, is. 
intended to bo Invested, and also Irrespective 
of any income f-om tho temporary investment 
of tho sinking fund, or any part thereof; 

And whereas for paying tho interest and 
creating an equal yearly sinking fund for pay- 
ing tho principal of the said debt intonded to 
bo hereby created according to the Municipal 
Act, 1SUI, an equal special rate of 21-1100 of one 
per cent, on tho dollar will bo required ; 

Bbit Therefore Enacted by the Mayor 

and Aldermen of the Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria as follows : 

1. It shall bo lawful for tho Mayor of tho Baid 
City of Victoria to raise by way of loan from 
any person or persons or body or bodies corpor- 
ate who may bo willing to advance the same 
upon the credit of tho debentures hereinafter 
mentioned a sum of money not exceeding in tho 
whole the sum of twenty-live thousand dollars 
(or the sterling equivalent of that gum), and to 
cause tho Hume to bo paid in to the Treasurer 
of tho said Corporation, and tho said sum of 
twenty-live thousand dollars shall be paid out 
by the saitl Treasurer to sitcb person or persons 
in such sum or sums ns shall appear by tho cer- 
tillctiteof tlie Hoard of Trustees hereinafter 
mentioned. 

2. There shall bo appointed a Board of 
Trustees of the said Association, and the same 
shall consist of live menibeis, three to bo 
appointed by tho slid Association and two by 
tho said Corporation. 

:t. Before any monies realized under this by- 
law arc paic' the whole property of tho said 
Associat'.on hall bo vested in the suid Trus- 
tees and the successors. 

I. If the said Trustees so to ho appointed as 
aforesaid, or cither of them shall dio, goto re- 
sido abroad, refuse or become incapable to act 
in the trusts hereinafter sot forth, tho place of 
the Tiustoes so dying, going to reside abroad, 
refusing or becoming Incapable to act in tho 
said trusts, shall bo llllcd by tho appointment 
of a new Trustee or Trustees by tho said Asso- 
ciation, in case of tho three Trustees appointed 
by th< m nnd by tho said Corporation in tho 
case of tho two Trustees appointed by them, 

5. The duties of tho said Trustees shall bo to 
sec that the suid sum of twenty-live thousand 
dollars Is wholly and properly expended by the 
said Association in paying for bona fide per- 
manent improvements upon the property of tho 
sa'tl Association and in no other manner what- 
ever. 

(i. Tho said Assooial ion shall keep the build- 
ings erected in good and substantial repair, 
rcasonnblo wear and tear excepted, and in tho 
evont of tho said Association ceasing to carry 
on its operations ns an Agricultural Associa- 
tion upon the premises upon which tho sum of 
twenty-five thousand dollars shall have been 
expended, then tho said sum of Twenty-five 
thousand Dollars shall bo the llrst. charge there- 
on. 

7. The acceptance by tho said Association of 
thobenofll of this grant shall bo conclusive evi- 
dence of tho assent of the said Association to 
the foregoing clnuses of this by-law. 

8. It shall bo lawful for the said Mayor to 
cause any of the said dobtmturoa to be issued 
for such sums of money ns may be required, 
not less than live hundred dollars (or the ster- 
ling equivalent of that Bum) each, and each 
and all such debentures shall bo sealed with 
the common seal of the said Corporation, 
signed by tho Mayor and countersigned 
by the Clerk of tho Municipal Council of tho 
Corporation of tho City of Victoria. 

ft Tho said debentures shall bo payable in 
twenty years from the date hereinafter men- 
tioned for this by-law to take offset at the 
office of the said Treasurer o' tho said Corpora 
tion, at. the City Hall, Victoria, and shall have 
attached to thom Coupons for the payment of 
interest. 

10. Tho said debentures shall boar interest at 
and after the rale of Five per centum per an 
num from the dato thereof, whicli interest 
shall bo payable half-yearly at the office of the 
said Treasurer. 

II. For the purpose of forming a sinking fund 
for the payment of tho said debentures, and 
tho intoroit to become duo thereon, an equal 
spoclal rate of 21.1,000 of ono per centum on 
tho dollar shall ill addition lo all other rates be 
raised, levied and collected in each year upon 
all rateable property within the said City of 
Victoria during the continuance of the said de- 
bentures, or any of them. 

12. That it shall bo lawful for the said Muni- 
cipal Council from lime to timo 1 o purchase 
any of tho said debentures, and suoh deben- 
tures shall bo so expressed nsto entitle tho B.aid 
Council to redeem and purchnso tho same on 
paying the amount thereof anil Iho interest 
duo thereon at tho date of such purchase to 
the holder or holders Uiotvof, 

13. ThU by-law shall, before tho dual passing 
thereof, receive the assontof the ratepayers of 
tho said Corporation In the manner provided 
by the Municipal Act, 1891, and shall take efl'eet 
on the 23rd day of December, 1891. 

14. The said Mayor shall not Ibsuo any of the 
said dobonturcB until the Corporation of the 
City of Victoria shall request him so lo do. 

This by-law may bo cited as tho ".Agricul- 
tural Association Loan By-law."

A BY-LAW. 

To eatfihlish Public Markets anil Weigh- 
liouses in the City of Victoria, and to 
regulate the same. 

Be it enacted by tho Mayor and Aldermen of 
tho Corporation of tho City of Victoria, as 
follows: 

DESIGNATION OK MARKETS, 
Tho following places shall bo respectively 
designated »nd declared to bo public markets 
of Hie City of Victoria, to wit : 

That piece or parcel of land comprised In lots 
5£G, 587, 588 and west half 689, block N, situate 
on Cormorant street, which said pioco or par- 
cel of land is sot apart for the sale of butchers' 
meats, llsh, vogotnbles, butter, eggs, chooso, 
and other farm produce, together with dry 
goods, fancy goods, etc.. 

And lots 594, 595, 558, 537 and 598, situate on 
FIsguard street, which portion of land is set 
apart for wttigh scales and for sale of cattle, 
farm produce, firewood, etc, 

DUTIES OF MARKET SUPERINTENDENT. 

1. The Market Suporln'ondont shall, under 
tho control and direction of tho Market Com- 
mittee, have tho care and superintendence of 
tho said markets, market places and woigh- 
hoiiBo and it shall be his duty to execute and 
carry into otl'ect all regulations, orders and 
by-la ws for the government of said markets, 
and to proseoute any broach thereof, and to 
keep a record of the sumo. The aaid Superin- 
tendent and also his deputies or assistants, If 
any, shall be sworn in as special constables, 
and shall wear a badge, indicative of his or 
their authority as such, and shall attend the 
markets constantly during market hours. 

2. It shall be the duty of Ihu slid Market 
Superintendent to inspect all articles brought 
to the market, to deckle all differences and 
disputes as to the qualities thereof between 
buyers and sellers, to classify the various de- 
nominations of vendors in said in irkets and to 
arrange all those contiguously who deal in the 
same or si i liar articles; to arrange all vehicles 
brought to tho said m irkets and to onfjreo 
with impartiality all regulations for the gov- 
ernment of the sumo. 

3. Tho markets shall be kopt open daily, ex- 
cept Sundays and public holidays, from li o,ni. 
to p.m. from tho first of May until tho first 
day of November, and from 6 a.m. 
to 8 p.m. from Iho llrst of November 
until the first of May In each and every 
year. Tho shops, horelnuftor provided lor in 
Clause 13 of this By-law, shall be allowed to 
keepopeniiiiliI0p.nl., provided always, that 
on Saturday, in each and every week, unless 
the Saturday falls upon a public holiday, in 
which case, on tho day preceding any such pub- 
lic holiday, tho said markets and shops shall be 
kept open until 10 p.m.. from llrst December 
till first May, and 11 p.m., from tho llrst May 
till lirst December. 

1. Tha Market Superintendent shall be, ex 
ofllcio, Weigh master for the City of Victoria, 
and he shall, in addition lo his duties as said 
Superintendent, keep open tho weigh house or 
weighing machine, or weigh houses or weigh- 
ing machines, that are now, or may hereafter, 
bo established, and to attend thereat during 
market bonis for the purpose of weighing arti- 
cles required to bo weighed, and the scales, 
weights and measures, mid everything con- 
nected wl h thorn, shall be maintained In a 
clean and orderly manner, and the Market Sup- 
erintendent, or his assistants, shall wuigli or 
measure the different articles that aro sold, or 
are to be sold and disposed of on the said mark- 
ets whenever required by tho partios interested 
therein, or any one of them, for which weigh- 
ing or measuring he shall lu entitled lo ask, 
demand and recoivo tho charges set forfh from 
time to time by resolution of tho City Council. 
And said Superintendent or his assistant, if 
any. shall keep a regular account in detail of 
all goods or articles weighed or measured by 
him or his assistant, if any. with 
tho name of tho party for whom such 
wus weighed or measured, and the amount of 
fee receive 1 therefor, and shall pay over to the 
City Treasurer, weekly, as a part of tho revenue 
of the City, tho whole of said feo?, or other fees 
which may be derived from the market, and 
once in each month shall report the amount so 
paid to tho Committee. 

5. It shall bo tho duty of said weigh-master 
when tiny article or articles aro brought to be 
weighed or measured, loaded on a wagon or 
other vehicle : 

(it). To furnish the owner or person in charge 
of tho load with a weigh-note dated and signed 
by him, tho said weigh-master, sotting forth 
the gross weight of such load, with tho wagon 
or other vehicle, and tho tare of the wagon or 
other vehicle, the net weight of the load and 
the namo of the seller, except for hay or straw. 
In which case tho gross weight only ahull be 
given, unless as provided In the next sub- 
section. 

(6). Whenever required to do so, either by 
tho purchaser or seller, on the same day that 
he has weighed any load, and after the load 
has been unloaded to weigh tho wagon or other 
vehicle upon which tho same was loaded, and 
to endorso upon the weigh-note the exact 
weight of such wagon or other vehicle. 

0. It shall not be lawful for tho superinten- 
dent or any of his deputies or assistants to 
trade cither directly or indirectly in, or have 
any direct or indirect interest in the sale or 
profits of any things or animals which shall be 
brought or exposed for sale on any of the said 
markets or marketplaces, or lo purchase any 
such on behalf of any other person or persons ; 
but tho said Buaorlntondont or li s assist ant s 
shall not hereby be prohibited from purchasing 
in tho said market what may be necessary for 
the private use of themselves and families. 

7. Tho Market Superintendent shall be tho 
custodian of the keys of tha Market building, 
a d shall cause the same to bo opened and 
closed daily at the hours and times set forth in 
clause three of this by-law, 

8. Tho Market Superintendent shall have full 
power to collect all tolls, ronts and fees, ex- 
cepting tho tents of stalls In tho Market build- 
ing, and to take proceedings to dispossess or 
remove any persons refusing to pay Iho same, 
and to summon the offender or offenders be- 
fore tha proper authorities to ans wer for such 
refusal. 

nuTCriEns, hucksters, etc. 

!). No butcher or otherperson shall slaughter, 
blood or gut any animal or llsh, or pluck or re- 
move tho foathot's from any fowl, poultry or 
wild gamo of any description, or pluck or re- 
move tho hniror wool from any sheep or other 
skin, or expose any meat in a bleeding slate, 
or the unoloancd cut tails of any animal in or 
upon the said public markets or any other 
placo within tho city where meals aro exposed 
for salo, or lay or throw, or deposit any dirt, 
dung, garbage or offal H erein. 

1(1. No butcher, huckster, grocor, trader or 
other person shall sell, expose or offer for salo 
in any publio market or at any place within 
tho limits of the City of Victoria, any measley 
pork, or unsound, diseased, stale, rotten, 
fermented, nauseous or unwholesome meat, 
poultry, fish, vegetables, fruits, or other artl 
clcs of food or provisions, or tho 11 isli of any 
animal dying otherwise than by slaughter, or 
anv bull beef or boar pork unless sold as such, 
or poultry, from which Ihu entrails and crop 
have not been removed, or any unwholesome 



bread, cako or pastry, manufactured in whole 
or la p irt from unwholesome Hour or meal. 

11. Every person selling meat or articles of 
provisions by retail, whether by weight or 
measure, in ti is city, shall provide himself, 
herself, or themselves, with scales, weights 
and measures regularly stamped, marked and 
adjusted by Iho Inspector of Weights and 
Measures. 

12. No bu'clioror other person shall leave or 
deposit within the market building or on Iho 
pathway or square surrounding tho same, any 
green hides or skins, or hides or skins in a 
bleeding state, nor leavo or expose for tale any 
such hides or skins in any vehicle after tho 
hour of R a, m. during the months of April. 
May, Juno, July, August, September or Octo- 
ber in each year. 

13. The occupants of all shops In this city for 
tho sale by retail of butcher's meat, fresh, salt, 
or smoked; llsh, fresh, salt, or smoked; vege- 
tables and fruit, shall be under tho supervision 
of the Market Superintendent, and subject to 
tho provisions of this by-law, in so far as the 
samo aro generally applicable. 

H. Nobutclior or other person shall place, 
leave or expose any meat, llsh, or vegetables 
upon or over any of the public sidewalks or 
streets in I be city for a longer time than may 
lio reasonably necessary to transfer the same to 
and from the shop of such person. 

15. No person shall slaughter, sell, oiler, ex- 
pos ! for sale or barter or trade in meat of any 
calf less than four weeks old. Nor shall any 
person burn, scar, or cut the inner parts of or 
confine the mouth of any calf by rope, twine or 
any kind of muz/Jo ; and no person shall in any 
manner tic or routine by rope, twino or other- 
wise, the foct of any calf, sheep, lamb, swine or 
poultry, which may be brought lo or exposed 
in this city for sale. 

10. Any person or persons permitted to occu- 
py any of the s alls for the sale of meal. llsh. 
or vegetables In the markets established, or 
which may hereafter bo established, in this 
city, shall keep bis or their stalls In a clean or 
proper slate, and shall not suffer any 'off.il or of- 
fensive I hing t o remain in or no r the premises 
after 8 a. m., and shall pay to tho Cily of Vic- 
toria such license feo as tho Council may by 
by-law determine. 

17. No person having a shop, stall or standing 
in any of I ho markets of tho city shall in any 
manner underlet the said shop, stall or stand- 
ing without, having first obtained leave In writ- 
ing from the committee, 

18. No person shall place, cause or permit to 
bo placed, in any of tho passages or open spaces 
in tho public market, any bench, lab e, chair, 
or any other article or substance whatever, 
which may bo calculated to obstruct the free 
uso of (ho whole of such passage or open space. 

19. The butchers, and hucksters' stalls in tho 
market, and any other market that may bo 
heroaf tor established, shall bo lot annually in 
the month of March, under regulations of tho 
committee, at such rentals as may bo fixed 
upon from t lino to time by I lio City Council, all 
such stalls to bo leased for thu term of one year 
from tho lirst day of April. Any stall or stand- 
ing which shall not be so rented in the month 
of March aforesaid may at. any time bo rented 
by the committee to any responsible person, 
or, if the committee should see lit, they may let 
the stalls by public auction. 

20. All rents of stalls or stands in the public 
mnrketsof the city shall bo paid mont hly in 
advance; and each lessee shall, wi li ono or 
more sureties, to be approved by tho commit- 
tee, enter into a lease with the city of Victoria, 
conditioned to pay the rent in the manner hero- 
in provided, and for the faithful observance 
and subject to the penalties of tho provisions of 
this by-law. , 

21. The Market Superintendent shall deliver 
to the Tax Collector a monthly roll pf tho 
amounts duo for rents to the city from persons 
occups ing Shops, stalls and stands in the pub- 
lic market. It shall be tho duty of the said 
Collector to collect tho same promptly. 

22. If tho lessee of any stall or stand shall 
neglect for five days after notice that tho samo 
has become due, lo pay the rent thereof, it 
shall be the duty of the .Market Superintendent 
to enter and tako possession of such stall or 
stand on behalf of the city ; and all leases sli ill 
contain a provision and covenant on the part 
of the lessees so entitling tho Market Superln' 
tendon t. 

2X If any lessee of any st ill or stand who o 
leaso shall have been forfeited, either by 
effluxion of time or otherwise, shall hold, use 
or occupy any stall or stand in the public mar- 
ket, lie shall forfeit and pay to the city ten 
lai-3 for each day ho shall so hold, uso or occupy 
tho same, and the lease shall cont .in a pro- 
vision to that effect. 

24. The Markot Superintendent, Health 
Olllcor, Health Inspector or any Police Ofilcor 
may Inspect all moats or other articlos of pro- 
vision that may he offered or exposed for sale 
in the public markets or any other place within 
tho limits of the City of Victoria, and. In his or 
their own discretion, shall have tho power lo 
seize or destroy, or cause lo be destroyed, such 
as may be blown, tainted, or otherwise unfit to 
bo used as food. 

25. No farmer or otlrsr person shall soli of 
dispose of, or offer for Sale, any article of pro- 
vision, or of farm or of garden produce, upon 
any of the public streets, or in any oilier place 
within tho snid city, unless hoorsho has first 
been to tho public market with such article or 
load of such fa' m or garden produce, and paid 
tho proper fee thereon. Provided," that nothing 
in this cl i use shall prevent farmers or gardon- 
er3 'rom do'lvoring to tholr cus omors within 
the cily faun or garden produce, upon t heir 
taking out licenses under the Revenue By-law, 
and paying the proper license fee; and such 
formers or gardeners, who have such licenses, 
shall not be subject to the provisions of this 
clause. Provided further, that Ibis clause 
shall not be deemed to apply to any person 
having a shop or oilier pormanent place of 
business in Ibis cily for tho salo, by retail, of 
tho aforesaid articles. 

20. No pcr-on shall lie guilty of the offence of 
forestalling, regrating, or monopolizing within 
this market flesh fish, fruits, roots, vegetables, 
poultry or dairy products, eggs, or any article 
r< quired for family uso. or such as are usually 
sold In the markets, brought into tho oily for 
sale, und no person shall buy any of tho said 
articles, except for his own family use, before 
tho hour of It o'clock a.m., and no person 
knowingly shall sell any of the said articles to 
any butcher, grocer, huckster, or runner in any 
of tho said markets, before tho hour aforo- 
said, respectively, and notwithstanding that 
such art ides are, in any of tho said instances, 
sold or bought far oxport from tho city; and no 
butcher, grocer, huckster, or runner shall, be- 
fore tho hour of It a.m., in any of tlio said mar- 
kets, go to any wagon or oilier vehicle 
in which articles aro exposed for Balo, 
to bargain, or offer for the purchase 
of, or make a s'amling offer, of a price 
for any article to bo paid lo tho vendor 
in enso tho vendor fails to Boll such arti- 
cle to another purchaser at a higher price, 
or sliali keep back or hinder other persons from 
purchasing; an 1 any butcher, grocer, huckster, 
or runner so doing or refusing to desist from 
ao doing, and go away upon being requested 
to desist, or go away, or in otherwise acting 
contrary to this section, shall bo deemed to be 
guilty of a breach of lids by-law. 

Provided that from the 1st May to tho 30th 
September in each year, farmers, immediately 



upon their arrival upon tho public markot, hiid 
aftor having paid the market fees, may sell at 
any hour to any person upon tho public markot 
or throughout the city, fresh moat, the produce 
of tholr own farm, by tho quarter o.- any great- 
er quantity. 

WKIQHIN'O. AND MEASURING. 

27. There shall bo a publio weigh-houBO and 
weighing machine established In the city of 
Victoria at such placo or places as tho Council 
may direct. 

23. All weigh-not oi given for articles or loads 
weighed by tho weigh master or his assistants 
shall bo binding and final aa to their contents 
upon all persons concerned in tho buying or 
selling of the irtlclc s or load. 

29. The weights and measures regulating the 
weighing and measuring of tho articles and 
produce for goneial consumption, or applicable 
to this by-law, shall bo tho weights and meas- 
ures as established by Iho Dominion Govern- 
ment. 

30. Any person committing or attempting to 
commit any fraud in the selling or weighing 
of hay, straw, coal, or any other artiele or thing, 
or introducing heavy articles into tlio wagonor 
otlior vehicle, or by wetting or concealing wet 
or unmerchantable articles In the load, or by 
using any fraudulent device or contrivance, or 
by any moans whatever, shall ho liable to tho 
penalties provided for an infraction of this 
by-law. 

31. All hay, straw, and llrewocd, broughtlnto 
tho city in a wagon, cart, or other vehicle 
drawn by horses or any other animals, to be 
sold or ofl'ered for sale, shall bo exposed for 
salo in tho hay, straw, or wood market as es- 
tablished by this by-law, or which may here- 
after be established in this city, and at no 
other p'neo within tho said city; ami all such 
wagons, carls, or other vclecles, shall he placed 
in such hay, straw or wood markets in such 
order and position as tho market suporin- 
tondont shall determine; and no person shall 
depart from tho line or order in which ho has 
boen placed before lie has dispose 1 of his load, 
unless to leave the market, nor shall ho loiter 
about tho streets of tho city with his load 
There shall bo pa'd to tho Superintendent of 
said markot, or his assistant, if any. by flic 
ow nor, or driver of every wagon, cart, or othor 
vehicle drawn by horses or other animals 
bringing into this city for sale hay, straw, or 
wood, such weighing or measuring fee or fees 
as may bo sot fortli from time to timo by 
resolution o.' tho City Counsel. 

32. It shall bo com potent for any purchaser 
who shall suspect any fraudulent dealing, or 
deem himself or herself wronged in the weight 
or moasU'O of any arl icle or nrl Icles bought by 
him or her on the public markets, or in any 
part of the city Of Victoria, to demand and 
have such article or articlos ro- weighed or re- 
measured at or upon any of the public scales 
or markets, and Iho purchaser shall pay tho 
charge of such r< -weighing or ro-measuring, 
should the pretended weight, or measure lie 
found to bo correct, but. if otherwise, tho ven- 
dor shall pay such charges, besides the penalty 
hereby imposed, for breach of any provision of 
this by-law. 

33. Tho vendor of liny, straw or wood, im- 
mediately on his arrival on uny of tho public 
markets, and before ho has offered tho same for 
salo, shall cause his load or loads to be weighed 
or measured, as the case may be, by t lie weigh- 
master or his assistant, and shall produce to 
any purchaser on request, the ttolgb-Dota or 
certificate of quantity contained in such load 
or loads. And tlio seller of any such hay. 
straw and woo, i, or of coal, fresh meat, dairy 
produce, farm or garden produco, or any such 
oilier article or thing so so d by wcighl or 
measure, who rofU30s to produce tho "weigh- 
note" relative to such purchase for inspection, 
When demanded to do so by said purchaser, 
shall be deemed guilty of infraction of this by- 
law. 

:ii. All lira wood brought into the city and ex- 
posed oroffered for silc, or marketed, shall be 
sold by t lie cord, and such cord shall contain 
123 foot of wood, cubic measurement, measured 
from point to scarf. 

33. Tho Markot Superintendent or his assist- 
ants, if any, may inspect and measure all fire- 
wood brought into tho city for sale or to be 
marketed. 

30, No firewood shall be deceitfully or un- 
fairly piled so as to appear of greater measure- 
ment than if fai'ly, closely and compactly 
piled ; no crooked wood shall bo packed or piled 
with cord wood, but tho samo shall bo packed 
or piled separately, tho Markot Superintend- 
ent or Ids assistant making due allowance for 
ouch crooked wood in his measurements. In 
measuring wood, one-third to bo nllowel off 
allc ross piles. 

37. It shall be Iho duty of tho Market Super- 
intendent or his assistant, cither upon request, 
or upon information given him, or of his own 
accord, to inspect and examine any firewood 
publicly exposed for salo or sold within the 
city, and in case the said firewood shall be 
found short of the measure as bcruro stated, or 
shall be found not lo bo closely or properly 
piled, the pet sin or persons offering or expos- 
ing Ibe same for salo shall be deemed guilty of 
an infraction of this by-law, 

MANUFACTURE AND BALE OF BREAD, 

38. All household broad ni.Ulilfnel.urcd by 
any person in the city for sale, or offered for 
sale, or sold in tho city, shall bo of good and 
wholesome Hour or meal, and shall bo of tho 
full weight of cue pound anil two pounds res' 
pectivcly for tho small and largo loaves, and 
shall lie marked with Iho number in- 
dicating tho weight, of said loaves, 
and also with tho Initial letters 
of the baker or bakors thereof. The let in 
" household bread " to imply all bread when 
two or more loaves are b:iked in one pan, All 
other kinds, namely, currant loaves and cream 
loaves, to bo tormod " fancy bread." and not to 
come under the meaning of this clause. 

.'III. Tho market superintendent, polico olllcor 
or any other person whom t he Council ma) by 
resolution appoint, shall be inspector or inspoo 
tors of bread, and It shall bo Ilia or I heir duly, 
at all seasonable hours, nut less than once in 
each month, to enter and oxamino oaoh bako- 
shop or other building in t lie city where bread 
is linked, deposited, or offered for tale, and also 
to stop and examine any vehicle carrying broad 
for salo in tlio city, and, In the presence of a' 
least ono witness, to Inspect, wolgh and exam 
ino all broad found therein, and if the said In- 
spector or uny ono or more of tlio said inspec- 
tors shall Had any loaf or loave i of bread doll, 
cient in weight, or not conformable lo the 
directions heroin contained, or ■ ny part of them, 
he or t hey shall Immediately seize and con da' 
cute the samo, and shall dispose of tho samo 
under I ho directions of tho Mayor or Chairman 
of the commit lee ; provided, always, that tho 
bread made over twelve hours, prior to inspec- 
tion and undor twenty-four bouts, one-half 
ounce light, weight to bo allowed for each one 
pound loaf, or ono ounce for each two pound 
loaf; over twenty-four hours, double tho allow- 
ance in each case, respectively. 

ID. Kvery vendor of bread shall keep scales 
and wotglPa suitable for weighing of bread in a 
conspicuous placo in his or her shop, and every 
vendor of broad shall, when required by any 
purchaser or purohasors thereof, wolgli the 
bread offoro I by him or bur for sale. 

it. No person Bhall hinder, obstruct, or pro- 
ven! the Market Superintendent, any inspector 
or inspectors of bread In tho execution of bis 



or their duty under tho provisions of this by- 
law. 

SALE OF COAL. 

12. Every coal dealer In tho City of Victoria 
shall give to iho driver or person in charge of 
each load of coal sent out for dollvory to a 
purchasor in the sa d city a ticket signed by 
such denier or his agent, specifying tho true 
amount of coal contained in such load. 

111. Italian bo lawful for the Market Superin- 
tendent or any police olllccr to require that 
any load of coal on ils way from seller to buyer 
in said city shall bo weighed upon any of tho 
public scales of tho city, or for tho purchasor of 
any load of coal to require that tho samo shall 
be so weighed; and tho driver or person in 
charge t hereof shall thereupon have tho said 
load and vehicle weighed separately at sueli 
scale at tho expense of tho party requiring 
game, and Bhall then and there produco to the 
weighmaster tho ticket mentioned in the pre- 
ceding section ot this by-law. 

44. Any dealer who falsely states in tho 
ticket aforesaid the wolght or amount of 
tho coal in any load, and any person who, 
upon request as aforesaid, refuses to have his 
load or vehicle weighed, or produco his ticket 
to tho weiglimaster, shall be subject to the 
penalties of this by-law. 

CATTLE MARKET. 

45. No horned caltle, calves, swine, aheep, 
horse, mare, colt, filly or gelding brought into 
tho Cily of Vi : torla for salo shall bo sold in 
any of the public streets, or otlior placo in tlio 
said city, before they have been at the cattle 
market and tho market fees have been paid 
thereon, except such as may bo sold by any 
licensed auctioneer for the said city upon his 
own promises, or at such other place or places 
as (bo City Council may, by any general regu- 
lation or resolution, describe for such purpose 

Hi. All animals exposed for salo or market in 
the oattlo market shall be arranged In such 
order as Iho -Market Superintendent, or his 
assistant shall direct, and bo fastened in tlio 
stalls or lo Iho place or place i assigned for 
such purpose, so as to secure them from doing 
injury to any poison, or buing injured by each 
oilier. 

I". No person or porsons soiling or exposing 
for sale on tho said market any live stock 
whatsoever shall in any way illtreat or bo 
guilty of cruelty towards the samo, olt her by 
beating them ui. mercifully or keeping them 
lying on tho ground with their feet tied. 

IS. All persons offering or < xpo ing for sale 
on said cattle market any livo stock shall bo 
subject to such market fec3 as the Council 
may from time to time, by re elation, set forth. 
GENERAL I'KOVISIONS, 

•Ifl. The Market Committee shall hive the 
control of nil tho oflicers of the city employed 
in or about the public markot, and shall have 
tho power to make any regulations as to tho 
markets or tlio leseosor occupants of the same, 
as to the oflicers of the city omp oyod thbro, 
and as to all porsons attending or frequenting 
the sime, subject to approval of iho City 
Council. 

51. Every person frequenting the markets 
Willi articles of provision, fuel, rami or garden 
produco, of any kind, for sale, shall p'aco their 
wagon, or other vehicle, in such order as the 
Markot Suporlntondont shall direct, and no 
person sdiall bo allowed to have any wagon, 
or otlior vehicle, in the markets, except in 
such places as may he directed by tlio said 
Superintendent; nor shall any butcher or other 
person, place, or tie, or allow to be placed or 
tied upon any passage, pathway or r. ad in or 
surrounding any markot, any calf, sheep, 
swine, or any oilier animal. 

51. In caso any porsons sell, or expose for 
sale, any goods, provisions, or other art icles, 
coulraiy to any of tho provisions of this by- 
law, the person so offending shall, after 
bolng warned by the Market Super- 
intendent, or otlior person duly authorized 
shall he summarily removed, together with his 
goods, provisions or other articlos out of the 
publio markot or bound tries aforesaid, and 
avory per-on or persons hindering, obstructing 
or molesting the said Superintendent, or other 
authorized person aforos lid in the performance 
of his duty, shall bo subject to the penalties of 
lids by-law, and all butchers who res ,rt to and 
use tho public market now, or hereafter to bo 
established w ithin this city, for tlio purpose of 
currj ing on their trade or calling, or selling, or 
disposing of articles in such markets, shall be 
subject to tho provisions of this by-law. 

52. No person. In any of the public markets 
of the city, Bhall bo guilty of nny lewd, lascivi- 
ous or disorderly conduct, or make any loud or 
boisterous noises, or use any profnno or vulgar 
language, or stand about without businosa and 
obstruct the passage-ways of any market build- 
ings or places, or commit any nuisance, or do 
any act that is calculated lo lead to a breach of 
the peace, or which tends to disturb the good 
order and decorum thereof; nor shall any per- 
son or persons in charge of wagons or other 
vehicles, or horses or cattle attached thereto, 
leave tho samo or assemble together on the 
sidewalk, or wan to I ly snap their whips, or 
make a noise or annoy, or insult persons pass- 
ing on the sidewalk or through tho morkot. 

53. No person shall resist, obstruct, molest, or 
interfere witli the Market Supo intendont, or 
any other olllcor in charge of the markot, in 
tho execution of his duly. 

51. All public fairs, agricultural exhibitions, 
or pot stock exhibitions held in this city shall 
bo exempt from tho liability of any lolls or fees 
imposed by virtue of this by-law. and all tllvo 
st ; ck or farm or garden produco, in transit to 
or from such fair or exhibi ion, shall bo exempt 
from the imposition of all such lolls or foes. 

55, Tho Council shall, by resolution from time 
to timo, sot forth all tolls, rentals and fees 
authorized for collection under tho provisions 
of this by law. 

50, Noballiirororiorof small wares or patent 
medicine shall practice his or her calling upon 
the public niarko s, or In any of the streets con- 
tiguous thereto. 

57. N'o person Bhall bring wood to any public 
markcl andoxposolho samonsa samplo and 
oiler or promise lo deliver from his yard or 
yards, or any ot her yard or yards, any quantity 
of wood which lio may claim to bo similar i 
quality or quantity; but shall only expose it for 
sale, and, Immediately on Its being sold, deliver 
samo to tho purchaser, and if any such load or 
loads of wood shall remain upon the said in ir- 
kot for a longer period thin thirty hours, tho 
owner or owners 1 hereof shall bu again liable 
for tho further payment of tho measuring fees 

58. Any person selling within the city of Vic 
torla milk adulterated with water, or any sub' 
stance whatever, or tlio compound Known as 
"oloomargorlne" under tho namo of butter, or 
ahall offer or expose for sale nny oilier adulter- 
ated arfie'e of food whatever, sli ill be liable lo 
prosecution for infraction of this by-law. 

69, No person shall post or tack to any weigh 
house, or on or to any part of t he mat 
ket building, uny bills, notices, papers, poster 
or placards, and any person so doing shall bo 
guilty of a breach of this by-law. 

Provided that nothing horeln Bhall prevent 
the market superintendent from posting up 
noticoa for the guidance of purchasers and 
others frequenting the market, or other notices 
having reference to the provisions of this by- 
law. 

00. No empty cart, wagon o" oilier vehicle 
shall bo permitted to stand on the publio mar- 
ket, but butch ors and hucksters routing stalls 
in tho market shall bo allowed during business 



hours to plaro their delivery wagons opposite 
their rospeotive stalls, in such a position as thu 
market superintendent may direct, and audi 
horses or other animals ns belong to, or may bo 
harnessed thereunto, shall ho securely fastened 
by wcighlor otherwise, and shou'd any butoher, 
huckster, or Ida or their cmployu or person in 
charge neglect to so fasten said horse, horses 
or other animals, it shall be considered an in- 
fraction of this by-law. 

fii. Tlio market superintendent, or polico 
olllcor, shall have tho power to remove any 
empty vehicles, or other obatruction which 
may bo standing upon tlio public markot, and 
the owner or owners thereof shall bo liable for 
tho cost of Eiich removal in addition to tho 
penalty imposed by this by-law. 

62. No person shall leave the market with his 
load or loads until lie shall have paid tlio proper 
feo thereof, nor thnll any load or loads bo 
permitted to remain on I lie markot over Sun- 
day. 

03. No person shall falsify, or alter, the marks 
made upon his lo id or vehicle by tho Market 
Suporlntondont or his assistants (if any) or ef- 
face tlio same until thocontouta of such vehicle 
have been delivered. 

PENALTY. 

Any person or persona guilty of an infraction 
of uny of tho provisions of this by-law- shall, 
upon conviction thorofor. In addition to the 
penalties hereinbefore provided, forfeit and 
pay a penalty not exceeding the sum of lif Ly 
dollars and costs and not less than two dollars 
and costs for each oH'otico. 

APPENDIX TO MARKET BY-LAW.

Last Evening's Services Eminently Successful.

Many men are 
spending enough money on tobacco to keep 
a §2,000 policy on their lives, and when 
they die their families will bo beggared. 
3rd, They should malic their wills. Many 
families are completely ruined through 
neglect of this. It the will is made every- 
body is satisfied. ]f not, everybody wants 
the biggest share— and the lawyer gets it. 
The Prodigal wastes his substance. Many 
young men in this city aro doing this. 
Tho Prodigal came to himself. Xo 
man will over come to Cod unless he first 
comes to himself. It takes a good deal to 
bring a man to himself, sometimes great af- 
fliction, a great calamity, etc. The Prodigal 
was a long wuy oil" when the father saw 
him. So some young men and women arc 
far from Christ. The father ran to meet 
him. Here are feet of moroy, hands of 
mercy, lips of merey. God will welcome 
the returning wanderer. 

Mr. Crossley then sang "Save the Boy." 
Mr. Hunter read fifteen requests for 
prayer.

Women don't demand a high standard of 
morality from men, und not one inun iu 
20 can compare to 10 in 20 women in moral- 
ity. We should make it as hard for a man 
to to down as it is for a woman, and u.3 easy 
for u woman to come up as it js for, a man. 
To unconverted young men, lie said : ''Live 
for time and for eternity," Eccl. 11,0. To 
all young Indies, he said: "Live a life worthy 
of the dignity of woman," Acts 17, 4. The 
best, tho chief, tho most honorable 
women follow the Lord. Christianity has 
elevated women, and in consequence all 
women should follow Christ. 1st Tim. v., 
(5. To young men and women. It is your 
boundeii duty to live a Christian life. It 
is your privilege to he royal and loyal sons 
and daughters of God. Prov. 2,'f : 20.

THE DISABLED WHALKBACK. 

Rescued by the Upton bluer Zambesi, and 
Towed Into Astoria. 

Cant. Edwards, of the Uptons. 8. Zambesi, 
which rescued and towed the disabled 
whaleback steamer C. \V. VVetnioro into 
Astoi iu, in conversation with a reporter, 
said : " We left hero for tho Columbia 
River on Sunday.
